GARDENING OPEBATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

FLOWER GARDEN —Sow bienn‘als and nials to flower next 
season, also mignonette, Virginian stook, convolvulug major, &o., 
to flower inthe autumn. Continue to put in pipings pinks ; 
wa'er dahlias with liquid manure; bud roses, and remove decayed 
blossoms and inseots. Give American plants and other evergreen 
abrubs plenty of water at their roots. 

KITCHEN Garpay.—Oontinue to plant broccoli, Brussels spronta, 
cabbege, kale, and other winter greens. Sow а little cabbage to 
supply some late useful young beds. Go over the earlieet planted 
celery and strip the p'ants of their lower leavea end side shoote. 
Mulch cucumbers on ridges with short Plant out а fall crop 
cf leeks. Sow а good bresdth of spinach to save the winter greens. 
Water and mulch the roots of tomatoes. Sow s few more lettuce 
and dwarf kidney beans; also the small green curled endive, and 
transplant tbe strongest from the earli:st sowinge. 

Енот Garpen.—Oarry on the buddings of fruit and other trees 
as briskly as possible during showery or dull weather. Thin the 
suckers of raspberries to within five or six of the best canes, and 
tie them up as а protection from high winds.

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HORRIBLE MURDER OF A MISSIONARY IN NEW 
ZEALAND 
Turk Melbourne Age о! the 25th vf April gives the followtog narra- 


те: 

«Тһе Rov. Mr. Volkner, with the Rav. Mr Grace, left Auckland 
in the beginning of Maro), in the schooner Eolipse, Captain Levy, 
for Opotiki, where Mr. Volkaer bad resided for some years Oa 
arriving at Opotiki, Osptein Levy was the first to go on shore, and 
seeing how matters were he returned and advised Mr. Volkner not 
to land, or his life would be taken. Mr. Vollmer, however, ssid 
it would be ell right, and was jost about to leave the versel when 
the natives биље and carried him off.

The rope was lowered, 
though life wae not extinct: amd as the body came down а Maori 
ripped open the bowels of the unfortapate man, tore them out, aod 
threw them to the Meori doge which bad gathered around; his 
beart also was torn out, and pu round the assembled natives, 4s 
many as could outting small plecss from it and devouring them. 
His lod was severed from the body, and osrried rouud by the 
tohunga, or t, the netives standing. with upturned faces and 
aping И а while it wag held over them, that the blood might drip 
ES months. The head was then hended to the soldier, 
who was made to place it upon а spear and carry his horrible 
barden. They then informed Mr. Grace that they would take him 
and the other Europeans with them as trophies through the country, 
and that when they should have arrived at his residence they would 
infifct the same fate upoa him as he bad jast seen visited on Mr. 
Volkner. The soldier and the crew were informed that their lot 
would be simply to be knocked upon the head when they were no 
longer required. That the murder of Mr. Volkner was not the 
work of a straggling party of Pai Marire natives, as supposed 
when the intelligeace first arrived in Auckland, is placed beyond all 
doubt. The murder is the sot of the Opotiki matives generally, and 
was а preconcerted act, and done after mature deliberation. Prior 
to the arrival of the unfortunate gentleman at Opotiki his household 
оода had been pat up to auction among the natives, and bought 
for a mere fractional part of their value, and distributed throughout 
the tribe. The murder of Mr. Volkner, It appears, was premedi- 
tated, for one of his old flook—troubled, perhaps, with remorse at 
the thought of so bratal a deed—had sent а warning letter to 
Tauranga to prevent him, should he call there on his way, from 
coming on to Upotiki. That letter, unfortunately, was never 
received. Mr. Volkner was а native of Osssel, Germany, and а 
student of the Hamburg Missionary Oollege. He came to New 
Zoaland about eighteen years ago as & catechist in connexion with 
the North German Missionary Boolety. Мг. Volkner joined the 
Ohurch Missionary Society about eight years ago, and was or- 
dained a deacon by the Bishop of Waiapu on the 3rd of June, 
1860, and priest within the last two years. His age was 
forty-six. He was esteomed as an intelligent and Obristien 
gentleman by all who knew him. The orew of the Eolipee 
afterwards obtained possession of the body of the deceased gant le- 
man and decently interred it, the burial servioo being read by the 
Bev. Mr. Grace. The Government, ав soon es they reosived in- 
telligenoe of the horrible ocourrence, despstoed her Majesty's 
steamer Eolipse to Opotiki. Bishop Selwyn went as в passenger, 
to obtain assistance from the friendly natives. Her Majesty’s 
steamer Eolipse called at Tauranga, and two ‘chiefs were there 
taken on board to communicate with the Opotiki natives for the 
release of Mr. Grace. The arrival of those chiefs created great 
excitement. The natives retired to hold a runanga to consider what 
should be done, sud duriag this time Mr. Grace was left in charge 
of an old woman. Mr. Levy, the master of the schooner Eolipse, 
managed to communioste with Mr. Grace at this time, aud secretly 
indicated to him а point where he should meet the boat of the 
schooner. Mr. Levy then went away and pue upto hig store, 
where he collected a number of sacks and Ё soed them inthe boat. 
He returned and picked пр Mr. Graos, laid him under the sacks, 
and steered for her Majesty's ship Holl The old woman ran 
and informed tho natives of the escape of Мг. Grace, and they im- 
mediately rushed do wn to а po!nt where they expsoted to bs fable 
to interoept the boat. Theoy were, however, too late, but they fired 
sevoral shots at the craw, bat попе of them took effect, and Mr. 
Grace was conveyed eafsly on board hor Majesty's steamer Eollpse. 
The sorvices of the chiefs were not required. On the sohooner's 
boat coming alongside the Holipse, the seamen gave three cheers for 
Mr. Levy and his gallant little crew.”

TERRIBLE DISASTER AT SEA.

I laft 
Antwerp on the 2ad of June, and Flushing on the 4:Ь, with 600 
tone of rails, different other merchandise, and 420 emigrants, bouud 
for New York. Yesterday I had just taken an observation, whio's 
showed that I was 40 deg. 21 min. north latituda, and 50 deg. 21 
min. west longitude from Greenwich, when I learned that шу men, 
in famigeting tho vessel, had веб her on fire. I made every effort 
to extinguish the flames, but they spresd with euch fosrful rapidity 
that our labour was unsvoldable. Í then ordered the four boats to 
be launched.

TERRIBLE THUNDERSTORM AND LOSS OF LIFE. 


Ox Saturday forenoon а severe thunderstorm passed over Oldham. 
It lasted several hours, and was acoompanied by heavy showers of 
rain and heil. A boy named Martin Cokley, aged ten years, acci- 
dentally fell into a brook near the Mumps Railway Station, and was 
swept into а culvert and drowned. The telegraph apparatus at the 
Townfleld police-station was broken by the electric flaid, and the 
conneo!ing wires were completely melted. The apparatus connested 
with the gag and water works was also damaged, and several trees 
were injured on the Olarkefield estate. A factory chimney was also 
strack by lightning. The flood caused considerable г Resets in 
cellars situated in the lower part of the town. At Stalybridge 
the storm cansed an immenso destruction of plants and fruits in 
cottage gardens, and of goods in the cellars of shopkeepers. The 
main sewers were utterly unable to convey the water 
away as fast as it desconded. The waters rose in tho 
cellars on the Oastiehail side of the towa to the ht 
of several feet. From the highest part of the town—the sand hill 
—hundreds of cartloads of earth and stones were carried away and 
deposited in tbe strests. hous-s, and oellars. The cellars of the 
co-operative stores, of Mr. Thompson, druggist, Ме. Fernihough, 
and others, were about five feet deep in water and filth, while the 
destraction of groceries, oils, psinte, &o., was very great, from the 
fact that the shopkeepers had just obtained atooke for tho approaoh- 
iog wakes. In several beer cellars barrels were floating about, вод 
soaroely a shop cellar in Paudrey, Walmsley, Kenworthy, and 
Grosvenor-stre.ts евовред damage by the element.

We give ов this page an illustration of the Prince of Wales 
ane prizes to the boys of Wellington Oollege on Monday 
Woe! 

A special traia from Charing-cross conveyed his royal highness 
and а number of ladies and gentlemen interested in the day's event 
to the Wokingham Station, where preparations for the quiet and at 
the same time loyally weloome reception of the Prince had been 
arranged, and were efficiently carried out by the station-master, 
Mr. Tyler, under directions from Mr. Knight, the superintendent of 
the Hine, who scoompanied the royal train. The Prince, attended 
by General Knollys, Lord Alfred Hervey, and other gentlemen, 
was met on the platform by the Earl of Derby, Earl Stanhope, Lords 
Eversiey and Ohelmsford, Mr. Walpole, M.P., Mr. Walter, M.P., 
and Mr. Оох, governors of the college; the Bishop of Oxford not 
arriving until after the ceremony had commenced in the dining- 
hall of the college. То this scene of agreeable anxious expectancy 
the Prince and the large party of visitors proceeded in өз, OF, 
by a short рыі way, on foot. 

The proceedings were formally opened by the head-master of 
the school, Mr. Е W. Benson, M.P., who then called on the recipient 
of the Queen’s medal, Mr. Liddell, to come forward. Having taken 
hie prize from the bands of the Prince of Wales, and having bowed 
his acknowledgment of the few kind words addressed to him by 
bis royal highness, Mr. Liddell retired, making way for the winner 
of the Prince Oonsort's History Prize, Mr. Irwin, near to whom in 
merit was named Mr. Walker. This prize is now the gift of Prince 
Arthur, and the gentleman who has gained it this year read & 
portion of his essay, comparing the sims and principles involved in 
the revolt of the Netherlands with those of the Great Rebellion. 
The Archbishop of Oanterbury’s prize for Divinity, being won 
by Hadolffe who was sbsent in consequence of ill-health, 
was received for him by his nearest competitor, Liddell. 
The youth called forward to receive from the Earl of 
Derby in person his lordebip's prize for French was Mr. Edwardes, 
to whom his lordship addressed & few words cf hearty congratula- 
tion and praise; the master adding that the success of Edwardes 
would be the pleasure of the whole school; that they all knew how 
well he deserved it; that, as head boy, and аз captain of “the 
eleven,” be bad enjoyed their affection, confidence, and esteem ;
